The following is an examiner's 



statement of reasons for allowance. In claim 1 



applicant claimed a canister having a generally rectangular cross section with the 
following combination of elements: a front wall, a five section back wall, and two side 
walls which combine to form dimensions defining a generally hexagonally shaped 
interior for housing a plurality of circular shaped test devices. The Examiner did not 
find a canister in the prior art that met or suggested this limitation. The Examiner 
considers the references "Abe" and "Guibert" to be the closest prior art. Abe teaches a 
chemical film cartridge with top, bottom, front and side walls, but does not teach a five 
section back wall. Guibert teaches a cartridge for holding food trays with an irregularly 
shaped back wall for conforming to the geometry of trays stored inside, but does not 
teach a front wall.
